Wiliam Gannon, a freman, a member of 
Chemical Company, No, 4, stationed at 
Twentieth street and Washington avenue, 
Was electrocuted by a live electric wire, In 
the alley in the rear of 2787 Thomas 
street, at 11:05 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Thomas Dolan, attached to 
track No.2, Eighteenth and North Market 
Streets, was severely, and, perhaps, fatally 
shocked at the same time and place. Fire- 
man Ben Shively also a member of No. 2 
truck, was slightly injured by the current, 
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followed were surprised to ses him 
drop to the ground with a 
cry of pain. When they reached 
the alley they found that he had been felled 
by a shock from an electric wire. He was 
writhing on his baek on the ground in the 
colls of the deadly wire, with his head in a 
pool of water while above and about bim the 
: sputtering ends of several other broken wires

Dolan’s companio. fod half a dozen other 


fremen, including Fr Zimmerman and Pat 
Buttemore trieu their best to extricate their 
unfortunate companion. Ben Shively 
reached out and tried to pull Dolan 
from his perilous position and 
was knocked to the ground himself. 
Then four or five other fremen in turn tried 
to rescue Dolan and pulled him from the 
wire’s embrace, but every one was shocked 
into desisting. Then a rope was secured and 
an attempt was made to extricate the ex- 
ball player by the lasso, but even this 
failed. Then Johnnie Howard, the foreman, 
of the truck company to which Dolan be 
longed thought ofa happy idea. He took 
his rubber coat and threw it over Dolan and 
this acting as a non-conductor, enabled 
Howard and the other firemen to lift him 
from his bed of wires and carry him into 
Grifin’‘s house. Medical assistance was 
quickly summoned and Dolan was removed 
to his home at 180942 North Jefferson avenue. 
GANNON’S DEATH. 

A minute after the rescue of Dolan, Gannon 
Gashed through the yard of 27387 Thimas 
street, being the premises adjoining 


the fre, and being occupied 
by families named Jones and Gray. 
Gannon carried a chemical line in his hand 
and entered the alley in a cloud of smoke. 
He took but one step in the alley 
when the bare electric wire, melted 
toasharp point bythe flames, struck him 
upon the leftinstep. The active body of the 
brave fellow, fullof vigor and energy and 
alive with anxiety to set his chemical line in 
action, quivered at the touch of the fatal 
fuid, stiffened, and then fell a dead 
mass to the stone-paved ground. As the 
body fella spasmodic shudder convulsed it 
for a moment, but life had fied, and Gannon 
had died what the terrified spectators 
declare was an instantaneous and painless 


death. . The corpse lay on its back, the head 
toward the west and bathed in a flow 


of water from one of the hose lines 
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Scene of Fire and Electrocution of Fireman William Gannon. 


The brave men were struck down in the 
Gischarge of their duty. They were rushing 
to a fre which was consuming the 
stable in the rear of 737 
Thomas street, when they trod upon 
the wires which had heen melted by the 
Aa mes. The dread current touched Gannon 
on the instep of the left foot and killed 
him instantly. A small hole in the 
shoe ard the sock through which 
appeared a piece of whitened fiesh was the 
only mark of the electricity’scourse. Thom- 
as Dolan also stepped on alive wire and was 
seriously injured. He is the one-time famous 
catcher of the Browns base ball team. The 


wires which lay inthe alley and which gave 


the shoek to Gannon and Dolan were a quar- 
ter ot an inch in diameter. They were heavy 
incandescent mains and belonged to the La- 
clede Gas and Electric Light Co. They 
stretched afong the alley about four feet 
above the shed, which was on fire, 
The action of the flames destroyed 
the insulation and then melted the bare 
metal until it parted. 
THE STABLE BURNED. 

The stable was attached toa residence oc- 
eupied by C. G. Grant, a salesman for the 
Porter Bakery. John A. Oudmore, the 
builder, owns the property.

Lefingwell avenue. The fate of Dolan and 
the sad end of Gannon terrified their 
comrades who feared to step 
out of the adjacent yards 
and sheds. Eight wires stretched along the 
poles in the alley and four of them 
had melted and fallenin the space adjoining 
the burning shed. The hesitation was 
momentary, for after a survey of the situa- 
tion, and with cautious movements the fre- 
men prepared tocutthe wires. which sput- 
tered and sparkled in the alley. 

CUT THE WIRES. 

Assistant Chief Mike Hester seized an axe 
and led the work in person. He chopped in 
half the heavy incandescent light wire 
which had killed Gannon and still dangled 


threateningly across the Goorway of the 
shed. They cut down all wires in their way 
that interfered with their progress in fighting 
the fire. Some of Supervisor of Electric 
Lighting O’ Retlly’s men arrived on the scene 
afterward and cut off the remaining portions 
of the wires close upto the poles. The fire- 
men were only anxious to cut the wires 
close enough to the poles to pre- 
vent their dangling and dragging ends 
from taking more life. As soon as Superin- 
tendent of City Lighting O'Reilly learned of 
the fatality he dispatched Inspector Brown 
to scene and followed in per- 
son Inspector Meers. Mr. 
OReilly made a survey of the 
alley and said toa Post-DISPaATCH reporter: 
„The shock was, in all probability adminis- 
tered by ons or both of the two Laclede in- 
candescent electric wires which pass 
along this alley. One of the eight wires isa 
fre and police alarm wire, but 1 cannot 
say foracertainty to what companies the 
other wires belong without a reference to the 
plats at my office. But five minutes after 
the alarm for this fire came in, En- 
gine House No. 2 called up my 
office and said that the lights bad gone out. 
As No. 28 is supplied with current by one of 
these Laciede wires in this alley, 
eoincidence of the report ‘lights 
with the shock of these 
fremen is conclusive. These Laciede wires 
carried a current with a force of 2,300 volts.’’ 
STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 
Mrs. C. G. Grant ascribed the fre to a bolt

He has been a member of 
the fire department about four years. He 
was stationed for two or three years at No, 
6 Engine House on Seventh street near Olive, 
but was recently transferred to Truck No. 2 
at No. 5 Engine House at Eighteenth and 
North Market streets.

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WITHDRAW TROOPS. 


Gen. Kelly’s Industrials Given Leave to 
Quit Council Bluffs. 


THIS FOLLOWED INDIGNATION meEET- 
Ines BY THE WORKMEN. 


For a Time This Morning the Situation 
Was Full of Danger—A Large Mass 
Meeting Was Held and Talk of At- 
tacking the Militia Was Indulged in. 


OMAHA, Neb., April 18.—Asa result of the 
indfgnation meeting of laboring men at 
‘Council Bluffs, Gov. Jackson at noon ordered 
the militia to break camp at the Chautauqua 
grounds and return to Council Bluffs. This 
left Kelly’s industrials free to march East on 
foot or to capture a train if one came along. 

This morning Kelly’s army was stil! at the 
old GRautauqua grounds and the situation 
was a dangerous one. 

The men were wettothe skin and chilled 
to the bone, and the Iowa militiamen still 
surrounded them with fixed bayonets and 
kept them from the shelter of the bulldings. 

There were rumblings in the ranks of the 
Commonwealers, but discipline had been 
thoroughly maintained by the officers. 
There was enough food on hand for 
breakfast to-day, and that fact, perhaps, 
prevented an open outbreak. 

La boring men of Omaha and Council Bluffs 
are greatly in sympathy with the army of 
the Industrials, and much indignation has 
been expressed at the treatment ac- 
corded the travelers by Gov. Jackson of 
Iowa and the authorities of Council Bluffs. 
Meetings to express the indignation felt 
were called by Knights of Labor in both 
Omaha and Council Bluffs. 

The meeting inthis city was held in front 
of the New York Life Bullding on Farnam 
street and acrowd of probably 500 laboring 
men were on hand. Many speeches were 
made denunciatory of the Iowa officials and 
the railroads, and offers of aid were numer- 
ous, 

One man declared that if something was 
not done at once tocarry the commonweal- 
ers East he favored secaring recruits in 
Omaha, arming them and marching them 
against the Iowa militia now preventing the 
army from capturing train. He offered to 
purchase two rounds of ammunition at his 
own expense to arm those who might enlist. 

The crowd had by this time become very 
demonstrative and the police summarily 
broke up the gathering. The Knights of La- 
bof have called other meetings for to-night. 

The Omaha Commercial 
through its officials, made a threat to boy- 
cott the raliroads that are refusing to carry 
the Kellyites eastward. 


BECOMING DESPERATE. 

CoUNCIL BLVrrs, Io., April 18.—Fifteen hun- 
dred men of Kelly’s army spent the night in 
a strip of light timber at Park Milis,six miles 
east of Council Bluffs. A rain-storm beat on 
them all night, and they had Uttle to eat. 

A wagon load of bread, raw cabbage and 
canned goods was sent to the campers, and 
this constituted their ees terday.

There 
areabout 1,600 men of all trades and professions in 
this army, the large majority ef whom I believe to 
ne welldeserviag and our citizens should join ia 
keepiag these men from starving at our very doors. 

The Central Labor Union of Omaha is mak- 
ing au effort to heip the army to Chicago by 
rail. It is believed that if this does not suc- 
ceed, the men will take a train by force.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18.—Mr. Blanda’s 
Coinage Committee met to-day for the frst 
time since the silver selgniorage struggle 
and were treated to a genuine surprise. 
Representative Meyer of Louisiana was 
present to urge his bill for coining 
the sefgniorage and for low interest 
bonds; and, in doing so, he stated 
authoritatively that the measure had the 
approval and was in part suggested by Sec- 
retary Carlisle and inthe judgment of the 
Secretary would be signed by the President. 
To this extent the bill was regarded as an 
administration one and as satisfactorily 
overcoming the objections of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s veto of the Bland bill. The bill, Mr. 
Meyer explained, provided for coining the 
seigniorage, and so amended the resumption 
act thats percent bonds would in future be 
issued in lieu of the 44% andes per cent bonds. 

After discussing the measure Mr. Harter 
asked: is it to be understood that this bill 
is satisfactory to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and In his judgment will be approved by 
the President?’’

. ‘SENTEEISM TO AN END. 

5 The House Can Then Compe! Attendance 

2 end Count Those Present — The 
System, When Completed, Will Be the 
Most Stringent Under Which Bither 
Chember of Congress Has Ever Oper- 
ated—Washington Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18.—An era of 
Work is rapidly being inaugurated in the 
House of Representatives. The quorum. 
counting rule, adoptea yesteraay, has been 
the first step in that direction. Farther steps 
are now contemplated by which absenteeism 
Will be brought to an end. The House will 
then have a system by which members can 
be compelied to attend, ana when in attend- 
ence can be counted to make a quorum. It 
will be the most stringent system for en- 
forced voting that Congress has ever had, 
the system under Mr. Reed having lacked the 
plan of withholding the pay of absent mem- 
Ders. it is believed by parliamentary au- 
thorities that the new system will make it 
Almost out of the question to break a 
quorum, and that the House from this time 
forward will always be ready to do business. 

The Judiciary Committee, made up of the 
leading lawyers of the House, has presented 
@ report to the effect that it is the imperative 
Guty of the Sergeant-at-arms to execute the 
Old law for the deduction of pay of absent 
members. This report supplements the re- 
ont fact of Democratic caucus, instructing 
the Sergeant-at-arms to execute the law. It 
is in line with the general movement toen- 
force attendance with every law and rule 
which will aid in the transaction of business. 
The report of the Judiciary Committee, after 
Feciting the old law, says: 

Under the provisions of this law there 
can be no question, but that a member of 
Congress is not entitled to receive pay tor 
any day when he is absent from the House 
unless he can assign as the reason for his ab- 
sence his own sickness or the sickness of 
some member of his family, andit is purely a 
question for him to consider whether, if he 
desires to attend to his personal business, it 
will be worth more to him than his daily pay 
or salary asa member of Congress; or, if he 
chooses to absent himself on a trip for pleas- 
sure, whether he prefers that to drawing his 
per diem salary or the amount of salary he 
would have been entitled to receive if he had 
been in attendance at the House,’’ 

The report shows how the fallure to ‘‘doek’’ 
salaries grew up during the war, when many 
members were oficersinthearmy and were 
necessarily absent. It then proceeds: 

‘*This law has never been repealea, either 
directly or by implication, and is in force to- 
day and in the opinion of your Committee it 
is the duty of the Sergeant-at-Armsto make 
the deduction required by this act from the 
salary of each member at the time he draws 
his pay. It may in many cases work hard 
ship, but it isthe law, and as long as it re- 
mains os the statute books should be en- 
forced. 

The substitute resolution reported dy the 
committee recites the law for withbolding 
the pay of absent members and adds: 

**| berefote, De it resolved, that the Ser- 
geant-dt-Arms stricthy observe and enforce 
the provisions of said law and report tothe 
House monthly his proceedings thereunder, 
and each month paying intothe Treasury of 
the United States the sums deducted in the 
due observance and enforcement of the law 
as declared in said section.“ 

Sergeant-at-Arms Snowis back after an 
absence of sometime andisin consultation 
with members of the Judiciary Committee as 
tothe method in which the law will be exe- 
cuted and the ‘‘docking’’ system rein- 
augurated.

According to United States Consul-Gen- 
eral Mason It Wiil Be Gas. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18.—The coming 
motor for the propulsion of street cars will 
be gas, according to the report of Unitea 
States Consul-General Mason at Frankfort. 
Germany. He shows that while the Germans 
have not bulit nearly as much street rallway 
and cable and trolley roads as we have, they 
are investigated the subject of an ideal 
motive power with their usual thoroughness, 
and astheresuilt of exhaustive experiments 
have determined that the gas motor is the 
cheapest and best of all means of power pro- 
puision. The trend of the best expert 
Opinion is in that direction, and this has 
come ata period when electricity seemed to 
be on the point of replacing and superseding 
all other forms of motive power. 

The report tells of the great expense of the 
cable in construction, the noise and danger 
of the trolley and of the high operating cost 
and unreliability of the underground electric 
stem aud then, coming back to the gas 
motor, he describes experiments that have 

made with it in Europe. lractical trials 

ave been made at Neuchatel, Switzerland, 

wand at Dresden,and the results in both cases, 

while perhaps not wholly conclusive, have 

Deen 60 favorable as to be worthy of exam.

MORRILL OF VERMONT. 


His Address Before the Senate Opposing 
the Wilson Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18.—During the 
course of the Wilson tariff bill consideration 
to-day Senator Morrill of Vermont was ac- 
corded the floor and he addressed the Senate 
in opposition to the measure. 

The Senator from Vermont expressed his 
regret that the financial and industrial crisis 
had to be continued by a vainglorious and 


clumsy attempttocarry out the Democratic 
platform. He made some rather biting ref. 
erences to the trouble in which the Demo- 
crats found themselves over the bil. and 
pointeu out some of the items in which he 
thought they had compromiscd with their 
principles and provided for a protective 
tariff on such articles as would win votes for 
the bill. 

Concerning the rates of duties reported 
in the tariff bin, he said, it is no violation 
ofthe confidential relations of the Senate 
Committee on Finance to state now they 
were all fixed and determined witbout the 
votes of the Republican members and against 
even the votes of any hesitating or divergent 
minority of the Democratic members. 
Thus many of the most important 
questions may have been determined 
vy the small fraction of three or four 
of a committee of eleven, but while the 
process of evolution was a great novelty, it 
will not be controverted that all the rates of 
duty are of the purest Democratic origin. 
Tariffs ‘for revenue only’ prove to be only 
political tariffs, valid only until after the 
next election. 

He pointed out in detail what he con- 
sidered the specialevile ofthe bill, the first 
being the obsolete ad valorem system. ‘The 
purpose ofthe bill, he thought, was especi- 
ally destructive towarcs the productions of 
the farmer. Reciprucity arrangements, 
which benefit the farmer, are to be abro- 
gated. ‘ihe income tax he called an un- 
usual blunder for even a Democratic admin- 
istration to make. . 

ne charge of an excess of revenue, lately 
iterated against ‘protection, is already 
abandoned by the party whose dominancy it 
is expected will cease March 4, 1595, but 
whichis now of a wild income hunt for 
revenue to fill the vacuum to be created bya 
Democratic tariff. 

In closing Senator Morrill said: be pol- 
icy of some rugged partisans is to hold as 
their enemies all corporations, however be- 
neficent, as the Fiji Islanders once held 
Christian people, and though these fanatical 
partisans may love and forgive them, they 
really love them best roasted. 

‘*The Democratic party cry for years has 
been against all internal revenue taxes ex- 
cept those on malt and spirituous liquors- 
The revolution now oa is to give the 
lead to those taxes hitherto anathametized, 
and so minimize customs revenue that even 
incidental protection shall be impossible. 

‘*Should this bill, alded by the concurrent 
action of the Senate, ever reach the dignity 
of a law enacted by Congress, I should pro- 
foundly regret it on account of the dire ca- 
Jamities with which its tariff chapters are 
pregnant. Throughout the world it would 
also be regretted by the friends of free pop- 
ular government that the great republic of 
the United states, though everywhere at 
peace, should forfeit its ancient reputation 
ofa treasury properly supported and seldom 
empty, and suddenly earn the poor fame of 
being unequal to the legislative task of pro- 
posing a revenue measure for the ordinary 
support of the Government without a frantic 
and desperate resort toan income tax—the 
resort only of nations which are always 
Wrestling with financial deficits. Surely we 
cannot afford'’to decorate the annals of our 
Republic with a vile copy of this foreign ex- 
crescence,’’

Grand Duke of Hesse. 


It Will Be Solemnized at Coburg With 
Great Pomp To-Day. 


MANY RULERS AND PRINCES WILL BE 
IN ATTENDANCE. 


Among Them Queen Victoria, Prince of 
Wales, the Czarewitch, Emperor Wil!- 
lam and Other Noted Royalty—Great 
Precautions by Police and Detectives 
to Frevent Possible Outrages by An- 
archtsts— General Foreign News. 


Conure, April 18.—The weather in this city 
to-day was splendid, the streets were 
thronged with people in holiday attire and 
all the accommodation atthe hotels, cafes, 
boarding houses and private houses thrown 
open for the occasion were secured by the 
thousands of visitors anxious to be present 


at the royal wedding. 

The royal standard of Great Britain floated 
over the ducal palace and on all sides were 
to be seen flags, flowers, bunting, triumphal 
arches, Venetian masts and pictures of the 
bride and bridegroom, the Grand Duke of 
Hesse and the Princess Victoria of Coburg, 
to be marriod to-day. 

During the morning the band ofthe First 
Dragoon Regiment played under the win- 
dows of the apartment which Queen Victoria 
occupies inthe palace and many thousands 
of people gathered upon the square in front 
of the palace in order to bear the music and 
cheer the distinguished personages who 
were recognized going and coming from the 
ducal schiloss, 

The morning was mainly devoted toa con- 
tinuous exchange of visits between the 
many royal personages assembled in this 
city. Queen Victoria during the afternoon, 
accompanied by the Princesses Alexandria 
and Beatrice of Coburg, drove through the 
own and viewed the decorations. 

In view of the great number of people 
flocking into Coburg, the greatest precau- 
tions were taken in order to prevent a poss!- 
ble attempt upon the life of some member of 
the royal families. Consequently the town 
was full of detectives of all nations and every 
person falling under suspicion was carefully 
watched until all danger of an attempt 
at assassination should be past. 
All hotelkeepers and others furnishing 
board and lodging to visitors were required 
to furnish the names and descriptions of 
their guests to the local authorities, and in 
addition the police made regular rounds of 
ali such places in order to satisfy themselves 
that the town was free from Anarchists. 
Especial attention was paid to the 
safety of the Czarewitch, who is con- 
sidered to be in more danger than any 
other important personage now present at 
Coburg. In addition to his body guard of 
Russian police, the Czarewiltch has attached 
to his person some ofthe most experienced 
police agents in Germany. 

The Queen of England, in addition to the 
special English policemen who have been 
guarding her during her sojourn at Florence, 
Italy, has also been given a guard of German 
detectives, although her majesty expressed 
herself as being perfectly satisfied with the 
police escort which she has been accus- 
tomed to. 

The ducal schioss and all other buildings in 
which members of the royal or imperial 
families are quartered, are guarded night 
and day by uniformed police, troops and de- 
tectives, making lt almost impossible for an 
Anarchist to approach dangerously near the 
temporary habitations of tue distinguished 
visitors. 

Particular attention was paid tothe safety 
of Emperor William of Germany. The body- 
guard of detectives who accompanied him to 
Abbazia, Venice, etc., will follow him to this 
city and keep coastant guard over his im- 
perial majesty. 

ihe Prince of Wales has two British de- 
tectives attached to his suite, and he claims 
that even this protection is unnecessary. 
But in spite of the Prince’s unconcern a de- 
tallofGerman police will watch over his 
safety while the heir apparent of the throne 
of Great Britian is in this city. 

Inquiries made in police circles show that 
there is apparently some ground to believe 
that these elaborate police precautions are 
necessary, for itis stated upon high author- 
ity that the police of Coburg and berlin were 
warned some time ago that an Anarchist plot 
was in existence and thatan attempt would 
be made upon the life of Emperor Willlam of 
Germany. 

Ine Aigefine Zeitung seems to confirm the 
statement made by the police officials, as it 
States, upon the authority of a prominent 
diplomat, that an attempt was to be made to 
kill Emperor William during the latter’s stay 
at Venice. itis presumed that this refers to 
the incident at Venice when the Emperor de- 
clined an invitation to go to the theater on 
Sunday, claiming that he never visited such 
places of entertainment on the sabbath. 
But the real reason of the Emperor's refusal 
to go tothe theater was said to be the dis- 
covery ofan Anarchist plot to kill him, and 
itis feared that the attempt might bere- 
newed in this city. 

At 1:10 p. m. ex-Empress Frederick of Ger - 
many, accompanied by Prince and Princess 
hienry of Prussia and the Princess of Saxe 
Meiningen, arrived from Meiningen and were 
welcomed at the station by the Duke and 
Duchess of Coburg. Immense crowds of peo- 
ple surrounded the depot and cheered the 
imperial visitors, who were also heartily 
greeted as they drove to the palace. 


RIOT AND DEATH. 


Culmination of the Trouble With the 


Poles at Detroit. 


DeTrRortT, Mien., April 18.—The trouble be 
tween Polish strikers and the city Water 
Commissioners overthe digging of trenches 
east of the city limits culminated In riot, 
bloodshed and death shortly after noon to- 
day. 

The attitude of the Poles being so threaten- 
ingEngineerW illiams attempted to withdraw 
his workmen peacefully, when the men 


suddenly rushed upon Foteman George 
Oathey and assaulted him with pics. 

At this time Sheriff Collins stood, address- 
ing one section of the mob, while Deputy 
Steyskal addressed another section. Suddenly 
there was a rush with uplifted picks and 
shovels and a second later the revolvers be 
gan to pop and everything was in the wildest 
confusion. 

About fifteen men were laying pipe and the 
crowd rushed upon them. They left the 
trench, fleeing for their lives. Sheriff 
Collins emptied his revoiver at the advano- 
ing rioters, and six of his deputies who were 
present followed suit. The dead are:

WHAT NEXT? 


With the unanimous assistance of the 
Republicans the House Democrats yester- 
day adopted a quorum-counting rule 
which will be just as efficient as the Reed 
method of enabling the majority party’s 
caucus to pass measures by a minority 
vote whenever it is impossible to mustera 
majority for them. 

That was the sole purpose and effect of 
the Reed rule. It is the purpose and effect 
of the new quorum-counting rule. The 
difference between the two is merely the 
difference between authorizing the Speaker 
to count a quorum and appointing tellers 
tocountit. Both are simply rules to sub- 
stitute the will of the members controlling 
a party caucus for the will of a majority of 
the people’s representatives in the House— 
toenable any powerful lobby controlling 
the dominant party’s caucus to legislate 
without the consent of a majority of the 
people’s representatives. 

Against this sort of thing in State Legis- 
latures most of our State Constitutions 
have wisely provided by requiring not 
only the presence but the affirmative votes 
of a majority of the members to pass any 
measure. The Federal Constitution, how- 
ever, does permit minority legislation, and 
the Democrats yesterday showed them- 
selves—only forty-seven dissenting—as 
willing as the Republicans of the Reed 
Congress were to avail themselves of the 
permission, and to foist upon the country 
enactments for which they cannot get a 
majority of the people’s representatives to 
vote. 

In this way a powerful lobby passed the 
McKinley bill. The action of the Demo- 
orats yesterday looks very much like an 
attempt to enable another powerful lobby 
to force through the House a McKinleyized 
Wilson bill. 

It any such result follows, the Demo- 
crats will have hard work pointing out to 
the people any, satisfactory difference be- 
tween their quorum counting and Czar 
Reed’s, or between their McKinleyized 
tariff reform and that of McKinley 
himself. Witharecord of billion dollar 
Congresses fully up to the Reed Congress 
mark and with trusts and favored private 
interests still reveling in bounties and tax 
privileges unmolested, it willbe very dif- 
ficult for the Democratic campaigners to 
show next fall that their great victories of 
1890 and 1892 were won on anything but 
utterly false pretenses.

HAVE WE A ROTTEN NAVY?! 

We have not heard the last of the armor 
plate frauds. The charges have been re- 
vived or rathera new series of frauds is 
charged by a number of men who offer to 
prove to the President and Secretary of 
the Navy that some of the chief men of the 
Carnegie works not only permitted the 
swindle but actually co-operated in its per- 
petration. 

If half that is charged is true the boasted 
American navy will have to be sold for old 
iron. The affidavits offered declare that 
the frauds have been going on, not for ten 
months, but ever since the Carnegie com- 
pany undertook the manufacture of armor 
plate, that they were carried out with the 
personal assistance of superintendents who 
resorted to all sorts of curious stratagems 
to deceive the Government inspectors and 
that jfraudulent stamps were used upon 
plate which had been rejected, but which 
was thus palmed off upon the Government. 
Along with those charges comes another 
that the manufacturer of shells used in 
testing armor plate at Indian Head had 
or financial considerations, entered 
intoan arrangement with the Carnegie 
company by which he was to furnish for 
tests of that company’s plates shells of a 
softer and poorer quality than the con- 
tract called for. 

A few weeks ago, it will be remembered, 
the President dismissed similar charges 
with a small! fine and assurances to the Car- 
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ation. But the affidavits cannot be treated 
with such contempt. They involve not 
only the honor of the Government, but the 
safety of the country. They cannot be 
ignored or sneered down, and if the 
swindlers have influence enough in the 
departments to smother an investigation 
Congress will no doubt take hold of the 
matter and get at the truth. 

The scandal illustrates the beauties of a 
plutocratic system. Neither honesty nor 
honor nor patriotism counts with these 
men againsta chance to make wealth by 
plunder. It the story is true no punish- 
ment can be too severe for the swindlers 
who have sold their country for pelf. In 
the former case the authorities of the Car- 
negie company disclaimed all knowledge 
of the fraud. In this, however, they 
must either disprove the sworn statements 
of the informersor stand convicted. The 
absurd plea which the President accepted 
a few days ago will not be satisfactory in 
face of a condition so serious. 


THE WINNING PULL 

The calling of a conference of the man- 
agers of all interested lines and the repre- 
sentatives of the Commercial Club is the 
most practical step which has been taken 
to secure an improved train service for St. 
Louis. 

This conference is essential. It will se- 
cure a better understanding between the 
railroad officials and the Train Service 
Committee. The presentation of both 
sides of the question will make the condi- 
tions of success clear. Through it the rail- 
road men may be given a clear view of the 
needs and wants of citizensand the com- 
mittee a knowledge of the railroad prob- 
lem. 

But the conference having been ar- 
ranged it is of the utmost importance that 
the city’s case be made as strong as possi- 
ble. Preparations should be made to pre- 
sent the matter in such a way to the rail- 
roads that compliance with the petition of 
the business men will be irresistible. The 
needs of the city, the advantage of the 
railroads and the feasibility of plans should 
be strongly presented and the problem 
worked out in such a way that success 
will be assured.

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PROTESTING PEERS. 

The impression is widespread and strong 
that the most highly favored mortal on 
earth is the British Peer. He is a proud 
aristocrat. He can elope with all the 
wives of his acquaintance and paint sever- 
al continents a lurid red without losing 
the entree into good society. He has his 
choice of the heiresses of the earth, when- 
ever he wants to recoup his shattered fort- 
unes. He can go into politics as a mem- 
ber of the upper branch ofa great legisla- 
ture without the trouble of election. 

Yet the British Peer is not happy. In 
fact, three prospective Peers—Lord Wol- 
mer, Mr. George Curzon and Mr. St. John 
Brodrick—declare solemnly, over their 
signatures, in the Nineteenth Century 
Magazine, that they are unhappy and un- 
fortunate. The whole trouble seems to lie 
with the necessity of beinga Peer. He is 
born so. The accident of death puts 
him into that political graveyard, the 
House of Lords, and nothing but the acci- 
dent of death or the misfortune of bank- 
ruptcy can take him out ot it. He is de- 
pri ved of the fun of election and the privi- 
lege of saving the British Empire in the 
House of Commons. He is liable tobe 
shut up in a gilded cage any time and cut 
off from ambition and usefulness for the 
rest of his natural life. 

It there is anything in the world that a 
British Peer cannot have, that is what this 
pampered mortal longs for. He has a 
hereditary right to legislate, but since that 
cuts him off from going into the political 
body of the commonalty he is unhappy. 
That is a fly in the aristocratic ointment. 
So far from the Democracy having trouble 
abolishing the House of Lords, when this 
idea permeates the aristocracy there will 
be a loud wailing to be released from the 
legislative prison anda vigorous demand 
to be admitted to the rights of the com- 
moners. There may even be a revolt on 
the part of the Lords from hereditary bonds, 
who knows? 

This protest may be regarded as asolemn 
English joke, but it is a serious matter. 
The three prospective Peers who make 1t 
have formulated a bill permitting the Peer 
to choose between election to the Oom- 
mons and his heredit ary right to the House 
of Lords.

SAFE IN HIS SEAT. 


Yittle Prospect of Congressional Ac- 
tion in the Breckinridge Case. 


NO PETITION FOR EXPULSION HAS YET 
REACHED THE HOUSE 


In All Probability the Motion for a New 
Trial Will Pe Dented— Time Not Set 
for Hearing Arguments—Miss Pool- 
lard’s Future— She May Try Literary 
Work. 


Wasumorox, April 18.—The feeling among 
leading members of the House of Represen- 
tatives is that no action should be taken con- 
cerningthe Breckinridge scandal. Despite 
reports to the contrary it can be stated that 
as yet none of the petitions or resolutions 
asking for Mr. Breckinridge’s expulsion have 
reached the House. When they come they 
will take the usual course and are not likely 
to get further recognition than having the 
caption read to the House, and then going to 
swell the tons of accumulated petitions, 

There is some difference of opinion among 
the veterans of the House as tothe right to 
pass on questions of morality affecting a 
member. One of the best lawyers in the 
House said the Constitution gave ample au- 
thority. He cited the case of Brooks, who 
was expelled from Oongress for assaulting 
Charles Sumner with a cane. According to 
another authority any wrong-doing was to 
be passed upon by a member’s constituents. 
8o far as Congress was concerned, it was 
obliged to accept the certificate of a mem- 
ber’s election without going back of the re- 
turns and investigating his private char- 


acter. 

But the burden of Congressional opinion is 
against this view. A case in the Fourth Oon- 
gress is eited in which Representative Lion 
was tried for spittinginthe face of Repre- 
sentive Geiswold, and he narrowly escaped 
expulsion.

Allegations Contained in Six Affidavits 
Laid Before ths Seoretary of the Navy 
~The Information May Lead to a Con- 
gressional Iavestigation—McLuckie’s 
Statement. 7 


Pirresurc, April 18. — Attorner James K. 
Wallace of Pittsburg has laid before Secre- 
tary of the Navy Herbert information, based 
Upon amdavits of mill workmen in the 
Homestead plant, near Pittsburg, showing 
that systematic frauds on the the Govern- 
ment have been carried on there in the fur- 
HRishing of armor plates since 1891. These 
aMdavits will show that the system of forc- 
ing inferior armor plates on the Government 
plates that had not been properly tempered 
or plates that are filled with blow-holes—has 
Deen in operation ever since the Carnegie 
company began work on its first Government 
contract. The exposure which has already 
been brought tothe attention of Congress, 
and which resulted in the Carnegie company 
paying over $140,000 tothe Government, of 
which one-fourth went to the informers, 
covereda period of ten months, from No- 
VYoember, 1892, to September, 1893. The infor- 
mation now presented carries the fraudulent 
practices from Aug. 12, 1891, up to two weeks 
ago. 

The amdavits are made by six Homestead 
men, certain of whom worked in the mill be- 
fore the great strike of 1892, while others are 
employed by the Carnegie company to-day 
in the armor-plate department. They are 
made by men who work jiathe shaping and 
finishing shop and who have themselves 
personally assisted, though against their 
will, in the general scheme of deceiving the 
United States Government Inspectors as to 
the character of the plates intended for the 
Warships of the new navy. 

Lawyer Wallace, who gathered the infor- 
mation, has been in correspondence with 
Secretary Herbert for some time, and the 
Secretary invited Mr. Wallace to come and 
see him at the Navy Department. ihe Sec- 
retary said he was anxious to receive the in- 
formation in Lawyer Wallace’s possession. 

One of the men from whom the information 
is obtained is John \McLuckie, who at the 

time of the Homestead strike was Burgess of 
the village. According to McLuckie and his 
associates who make these affidavits, the 
Carnegie company deliberately palmed of 
upon the United States Government plates 
which had been rejected by the inspectors 
and plates which would have been rejected 
had test pieces been taken from them. The 
aMidavits show that in many cases what is 
known as the substitute test was employed. 
That is, atest piece would be taken from a 
piece of plate which was all right, and this 
would be handed to the Government in- 
spector with the statement that it was taken 
from the plate Known to be defective. Me- 
Lackie says that this was done in scores of 
cases, and his affidavits show each particu- 
lar case, with the day of the month and the 
ume Of day or night, and the number, size 
and description of the pate. This was one 
way of fooling the inspectors. Another plan 
Was to put **cobbies’’ in blow holes, so as to 
make themappear only a few inches deep 
when in reality they were much deeper. 

One of the plates intended forthe Monterey 
weighs twenty-eight tons. It is known as a 
Delt-line plate—that is, it goes on the ship 
above the water line and is but slightly 
curved. it is 18 inches thick. Its number 
is AS. 

McLuckie says there was a large blow hole 
in this plate so large that no inspector 
would have dared passit. A wire was run 
Into this blow hole to the depth of four feet. 
One of the superintendents ordered thata 
‘cobble’ be dropped in, and then a hole three 
inches in diumeter and eight inches deep was 
Grilled at the mouth of the biow hole. A 
three-inch bolt was hammered into this 
hole, and then a fake blow hole was made in 
this bolt by 4 t to tne depth of four or 
Ave inches. This fake blow hole was suown 
to the inspector, and he decided that it was 
not great enough to spoil the plate andor- 
dered it plugged up. 

Onthe —— endofthe plate there was 
anote? blow hole. it was almost directly 
opposite the frst,and there was 
6on to belleve that the blow 

hole extended the entire length ot 
the piate—ten or twelve feet. This second 
blow hole was plugeed up and another biow 
hole found on the corner of the same piate 
was filled up with melted steel. The the 
surface was nicely planed off. This plate is 
on the Monterey now, We have its number, 
andan investigation by experts will show 
these conditions just as I have described 
them. 

In another belt armor plate now In post- 
tion on the Monterey, No. X 9, are nearly a 
Goren plugs whieh were surreptitiously 
Griven in without the inspectors’ knowledge. 
The plate was passed by the Government iu 
Spector with the idea that the condition was 

erfect. ill another rotten plate on the 

onterey is No. X i5. Three great blow holes 
were plugged on a Sunday night when no in- 
Spector was present. None of these three 

jiates is t to bein position onthe side ofa 

Tnited States monitor. On one of the three 
there are forty plugs. All these are heavy 
armor plates, thirteen inches thick. 

One of the most important of the revela- 
tions of fraed made in our amdavits, says 
McLuckie, is in the matter of the boits 
used for bolting the armor plate on the sides 
ofthe vessel. io make these properly they 
should have been tempered twice and an- 
nealed once. ‘ihe material was rarely given 
more than a singie oll tempering and many 
times was not treated at all. Defective boits 
in a structure of the very best armor-plate 
would play havoc witha ship in case it was 
struck With a projectile. We are ready to 
show that many of these bolts are so de- 
fective that no Government inspector or 
ship-bullder would ever accept them unless 
he was deceived as to their real condition.’’ 

The value of McLuckie’s information as 
compared with that given by the informers 
several weeks ago is very great. \cLuckie’s 
eMdavits seow that instead of the fraudulent 
yoy at the Homestead plant covering 

period of ten months only, they have been 
part of a system which began with the first 
piece ofarmor plate turned out from the 
mili. President Cleveland, who became the 
final arbiter upon appeal ofthe case of the 
Goverument against the Carnegie Steel Co.,

MBXICO IS AGAINST IT. 


Senor Salfnas Discusses the Bill Intro- 
; duced by Senator Wolcott. 

„The Mexican press do not take Senator 
Wolcott seriously in his pending proposition 


to coin American sliver into Mexican dollars 
for use by the United States in her commerce 
with China and Japan—but particularly 
China, said Senor Adolfo Duclos Salinas, 
editor of Las Dos Naciones. ‘*Certainly he 
cannot mean that the United States shail 
have the Mexican dies and coin the money 
in the United States mints. That would bea 
violation of the constitution of México, nor 
do I think there is a national constitution in 
the world that would permit it. On the 
contrary, I think what the Senator means is 
that the United States should send silver to 
Mexico to be coined into Mexican dollars by 
Mexico, who would receive the seiguſorage 
for the coinage. 

Now I have calculated that if the United 
States should send 1,000 ounces of pure 
silver to Mexico, 1,360 Mexican dollars coald 
be coined therefrom. The $3860 would repre- 
sent Mexico’s profit in the transaction, the 
other 1,00 Mexican dollars to be, of 
course, the property of the people 
of the United States in their inter. 
courss with Ohina, where the Mexican dollar 
is received at the exact value of the silver it 
contains. But how would that work? Let us 
see: 

„Mexico 18, like the United States, a large 
producer of silver. In .1889-90, Mexico pro- 
daced ae and the United States 62,- 
000,000 ounces; and in 1892-93, their relative 
roduction was 48,090,000 to 88,000,000 ounces. 
exico, also, has free coinage, and one of 
her first needs commercially is a market for 
her own silver. For the last three centuries 
Mexico has had control of the 
Chinese market for silver and 
China and Japan have been her best 
purchasers of Mexican silver dollars, which 
there are osed as money. Now, to admit to 
that tradea competitor as powerful as the 
United States, which produces from 60,000,000 
to 80,000,000 ounces of silvera year, would be 
to’killour trade, The arrangement would be 
doubly disastrous for Mexico, because Mexico 
imiports but little from China, receiving 
her pay for the Mexican dollars exportea 
in drafts on London; while the United States 
could use the dollars in buying Chinese 
roducts, of which she is a lar consumer, 
you see Mexico cannot afford to enter into 
the arrangement proposed by Senator Wol- 
cott. In fact, in a close sal of the Meri 
can papers Iam unabie.to find one that geri- 
ously discusses Senator Wolicott’s measure. 
They all make light of it.“ 

Senor Salinas has had ample opportunity 
to judge of the policy of his Government in 
finance, merce and foreign relations. He 
was for many years a prominent journalist 
in Mexico, correspondent for its principal 
papers, and by authority of his Government 
the author ofa review of Mexico and its re- 
sources, the title of which was “The Riches 
of. Mexico,’’ which was distributed at the 
World’s Fair. Senor Salinas is in close com- 
munication with the high officials of his Gov. 
ernment and in sympathy with all that is 
doing in St, Louis to secure and hold profit.
